Decline,I to Submit to Any Condition 
Which Would Limit His 
Freedom. 


Rome, 
April 
3.—The 
audience 
which it was believed 
ex-President 
Roosevelt would have .with the Pope 
on Tuesday next will not take place, 
owing to the conditions 
which 
the 
Vitican has imposed, and which 
Mr. 
Roosevelt refuses to accept. 
Although the definite negotiations 
relative to the audience ended before 
Mr. Roosevelt left 
Egypt, 
the 
an­ 
nouncement was withheld until after 
Mr. Roosevelt reached Rome tonight, 
at the solicitation of 
his 
American 
Catholic friends here, who 
believed 
that in the 
meantime 
the 
Vitican 
might change its attitude. 
One of the former President’s Am­ 
erican friends who had 
been 
with 
him in Egypt, came to Rome yester­ 
day, without, however, any authori­ 
zation from Mr. Roosevelt, and inter­ 
ceded with Cardinal Merry Del Val, 
the papal secretary, in an 
endeavor 
to avoid a situation which, as it now 
stands, has caused a real 
sensation 
in Rome, although it was not entire­ 
ly unexpected. 
But his efforts was 
unavailing. 
While at Gondoro, in February last 
Mr. Roosevelt wrote to 
Ambassador 
Irishm an, saying he would 
be glad 
of the honor of 
an 
audience 
with 
King Victor Emmanuel and the Pope. 
The audience with the 
King 
was 
promptly 
arranged. 
Before 
an ar­ 
rangem ent could be reached relative 
to an audience with the Pope, several 
telegram s were passed and the nego­ 
tiations were ended by Mr. Roosevelt 
refusing in any way to be limited as 
to his conduct, and announcing that 
an audience with the Pope under the 
circum stances was now impossible. 
As a m atter of fact, Mr. Roosevelt 
while declining to accept any condi­ 
tions in connectionwith his audience 
with the Pope, had neither 
directly 
nor indirectly before, during or after 
the negotiations made or considered 
any engagements in Rome, 
except 
those of an official character, and he 
actually entered Rome tonight with 
but two definite engagements, the au­ 
dience with the King and the dinners 
to be given in his honor by the mu­ 
nicipality. 
The history of the negotiations is 
about as follow's: 
While at Cairo, Mr. Roosevelt re­ 
ceived the following telegram from 
Ambassador Leishman, dated March 
23: 
‘ Monsignor Kennedy, rector of the 
American Catholic College, in reply 
to an inquiry which I caused to be 
made, requests that the 
following 
communication 
be 
transm itted 
to 
you: “The Holy Father will be de­ 
lighted to grant an audience to Mr. 
Roosevelt on April 5, and hopes that 
nothing 
will 
arise 
to 
prevent 
it, 
such as the much re gretted incident 
which made the 
reception 
of 
Mr. 
Fairbanks impossible.” 
Replying by cable to Ambassador 
Leishman, on March 25, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said: 
“Please present the 
following 
to 
Monsignor Kennedy: “It 
would 
be 
a real pleasure to me to be present­ 
ed to the Holy Father, for whom I 
entertain high respect, both person­ 
ally and as the 
head 
of 
a 
great 
church. I fully recognize his entire 
right to receive or not to receive 
whomsoever he chooses, for any rea­ 
son that seems good to him; and if 
he does not receive me I shall not 
for a moment question the propriety 
of his action. I, in my turn, must de­ 
cline to make any stipulations or sub­ 
mit to any conditions which in any 
Wray would limit my freedom of con­ 
duct. I trust that on April 5 he will 
find it convenient to receive me.’ ” 
On 
March 28, Mr. 
Roosevelt at 
Cairo received a cablegram from Am­ 
bassador Leishman giving a message 
from Monsignor Kennedy which con­ 
cluded by saying. 
“The audience can not take place, 
except on the understanding express­ 
ed in the former message.”

Although the definite negotiations 


relative to the audience ended hefore 
Mr Roosevelt left 
Egypt, the 
an- 


nouncement was withheld until after 
Mr Roosevelt reached Rome tonight, 
at the solicitation of his American 
Catholic friends here who believed 
that in the 
meantime the Vltican 


might change its attitude 


One of the former President's Am- 


erican friends who had 
been with 


him in Egypt, came to Rome yeste - 
day, without, however any authori- 
zation from Mr Roosevelt and inter- 
ceded with Cardinal Merry Del Val 
the papal secretary in an 
endeavor 


to avoid a situation which, as it now 
stands, has caused a real sensation 
in Rome, although it was not entire- 
ly unexpected 
But his efforts was 


unavailing 


While at Gondoro, in February last 


Mr Roosevelt wrote to Ambassador 
Leishman, saying he would be glad 
of the honor of an 
audience 
-with 


King Victor Emmanuel and the Pope 


The audience with the King was 


promptly 
arranged 
Before an ar- 


rangement could be reached relative 
to *n audience with the Pope, several 
:elegrams were passed and the nego- 
tiations were ended by "Mr Roosevelt 
refusing In any way to be limited as 
to his conduct, and announcing that 
an audience with the Pope under the 
circumstances was now impossible 


As a matter of fact, rvir Roosevelt 


while declining to accept any condi- 
tions in connectionwith his audience 
with the Pope, had neither 
directly 


nor indirectly before, during or after 
the negotiations made or considered 
any engagements in Rome, 
except 


those of an official character, and he 
actually entered Rome tonight with 
but two definite engagements, the au- 
dience with the King and the dinners 
to be given m his honor by the mu- 
nicipality 


The history of the negotiations is 


about as follows 


While at Cairo Mr Roosevelt re- 


ceived the following telegram from 
Ambassador Leishman, dated March

It then'dash 
ed' into the roof of a neighborin 
factory, destroying the smokestack 
With the basket swaying wildly an 
half of Us rope out, the balloon 
soared to a great altitude and dis 
appeared in the clouds at a terrifl 
speed. Thousands of onlookers in 
eluding a detachment of military 
which had assisted in the ascent, ran 
along the roads, expecting the bas 
ket to break away. Thje balloon, how 
ever, was not seen again until 
reached 'Swinemunde, 36 miles north 
west of Stettin, over which it passec 
at a height of 6,000 feet, in the di 
rection of the sea.

A sort of bouse that-Jack built motor 


case is reported in the Green Bag It

Just as this happened a collie travel 


ing with Its mistress In tbe car leaped 
out and chased the poodle, which 
frightened the pony so that it bolted 
toward the car 
Seeing 
this, the 


chauffeur drove toward the gutter, but 
as the doga were fighting there bad to 
take another course, colliding finally 
with a stone wall and totally wrecking 
the machine 


Tbe owner of the; car brought an ac- 


tion for damages against the owner ot 
the chicken, claiming that it was re- 


j sponsible for the damage 
In giving 


j judgment the court argued that there 


was no doubt as to the chicken having 
been the proximate cause of the acci- 
dent, for bad it not crossed the road 
the cat would not have scared the 
pony, had the pony not been scared 
the poodle would not have got out 
ot the pony trap, had the poodle not 
done so the automobile would not 
have stopped and the collie and the 
poodle would not have been in the 
gutter, had the collie and poodle not 
been in the gutter the cat would not 
have hung round to see things 
through, had the cat not remained on 
the scene the cblcken would not have 
been trying to scale the wall, and had 
the chicken not been trying to do this 
the chauffeur would have kept his 
nerve and saved the machine from ac- 
cident 
| 


Yet though the chicken caused the 


accident the chicken s act was not in 
itself 
violent 
or dangerous 
This 


cblcken would doubtless have made 
a tender broiler, it was gentle and in- 
offensive, and not being ferae naturae 
Its destruction of tbe automobile was 
unconscious and free from 
malice 


Therefore the chicken not having ex- 
ceeded its common law rights the ac- 
tion could not be maintained and judg- 
ment was accordingly entered for tbe 
defendant

ctant Babylonia. 


Among the most Interesting treas- 


ures ot the British museum are1 the 
clay tablets of ancient Babylonia. 
These tablets, resembling uriglated 
tiles, throw quaint lights and shadows 
on the manners and^cuatoms of long 
ago 
Usually the records are frag 
mentary, but are, occasionally fairly 
complete, as is that of legal proceed 
Ing instituted by a 'woman of Bor- 
sippa," which action is of particular 
Interest as showing that a marrle 
woman's property law was In force 
early as 550 B C 


The proceedings to which the "doc 


uments' refer were taken by a worn 
an against her brother In law to re- 
gain possession of property left by 
her husband 
The evidence showed 


that a man of Babylon had marrlei 
the woman from Borsippa, and with 
the money of her dowry be 
had 


bought an estate 
After a few years 


having no children of their own, they 
adopted a son, and shortly afterwari 
the husband mortgaged 
the estate 


Later he died, leaving the estate moft 
gaged, and his brother attempted to 
claim the property 


The widow took the matter before 


the court at Borsippa, but it was be- 
yond the jurisdiction of this court and 
»»s referred to the high court 
Babylon 
Here the case was duly 


hearfi, and the judges rendered a di 
clslon to the effect that, as the proper 
ty had been the husband's, the widow 
could have It upon paying off tna 
mortgage, and that the brother ha< 
no claim 
Eventually, 
the 
estate 


would be the property of tne adopted 
son It is expressly stated, as though 
a matter of some Interest, that the 
woman pleaded her own case in the 
Ugh court of Babylon without assist-
